'entlemen—I have considere«! the several questions re­ 
ed to me by you, and now submit the following an* 
J^rers to them:— 
I. In answer to the first question, 1 have to inform you, 
that the cause now pi udiug in the Supreme Court of the 
United States, between the Proprietors of Charles River 
Bridge and the Proprietors of W arren Bridge (John Skin­ 
ner and others) has lieen once argued; but in consequence 
of the death of the Chief Justice, and of one of the Associ­ 
ate Justices, and the resignation of another, the cause now 
stands for argument again; and, if the above vacancies 
had been filled, a second argument might, according to the 
usual course of business, h«.vc been expected at the ap­ 
proaching term, in January, 1836. 
But under existing 
cdrc vi instances, and according to the practice of the Court 
—-which is, not to decide quest ions of Constitutional I.aw, 
except bv the full bench—the cause will l>e further delay­ 
ed; and the agumeut will probably not take place till Jan­ 
uary, 1837. 
Whether the decision will be made at the 
same term is uncertain; if not made at that time, it will 
he over till January Term, 1838. 
The great importance 
««f the question will naturally l«a«l to the most deli I »crate 
and mature consideration of it by the Court after the hear­ 
ing of the argument, even if no delay should lie occasioned 
by a final difference of opinion upon any points in the case.
